The Elba City Council met 
Monday at5 p.m. All members were 
present and voting. The meeting 
was opened with a prayer by council 
member Jack Prescott. 

Police Chief John White reported 
all was routine. They had one drunk 
at the ballgame Friday night. but 
since the county jail was full, they 
escorted him home. White and 
Mayor Bob English explained-to the 
council that in the new city budget, 
they were eliminating the position of 
investigator. This position has been 
empty since the resignation of the 
last person to serve in that slot. Also 
White reported that Freddie 
Hatichey has returned to the force as 
a patrolman 

Bids were opened from private 
contractors on the pickup of garbage 
and trash within the city. There 
were three bidders submitting 
envelopes; however, one noted it 
wasn't practical for them to parti- 
cipate at this time and submitted a 
‘No Bid.’ Two other firms did bid. 
They were Waste-Away and 
Scientific Industries. Waste-Away, 
with offices in Montgomery and 
Dothan, entered a bid price of 
$137,462 for all residential and small 
commercial. This averaged out to a 
cost of $6.88 per unit, per month. 
They also guaranteed they would 
charge no more than $1.73 per cubic 
yard of the 20 large commercial 
customers in Elba. The one 
alternate in the bidding was with 
Elba furnishing a dry landfill within 


Commission cuts $338,000 from county budget 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Sept. 22, at the courthouse in Elba 
and approved a balanced budget for 
the 1987 fiscal year that included 
cutbacks totaling almost $350,000. 

Commissioner Billy Eagerton 
reported that the commission had 
put in a lot of long hours working on 
the budget and had a lot of problems 
working out a budget that everyone 
in the county could live with and that 
the county could afford. Eagerton 
stated several items were cut from 
this year's budget, including 
commissioners’ trips to state and 
national conventions, special 
appropriations to outside agencies 
and courthouse renovation, The 
budget also failed to include any pay 
raises for any county employees, an 
item all commissioners -felt was 
needed, but could not be granted 
due to a serious cutback in state and 
federal funding. 

“The overall budget _ totals 
$338,663 less than last year,'’ stated 
Eagerton, ‘“‘and it is a balanced 
budget. We don't plan to borrow 
any money to supplement the budget 
and all department heads will have 
to work hard to make sure they stay 
within their budgets because there 
won't be any bailing them out.” 


Monday's meeting began at 9 
am,, with all commissioners 
present, and the initial order of 
business was to open a number of 
bids on various items. 

Five insurance agencies entered 
proposals for the county's health 
insurance coverage, including 
Golden Rule HumanaCare Plus, 
Blue Cross-Blue Shield, Under- 
writers Services of Alabama and the 
Alabama Association of County 
Commissioners. The commission 
listened to two presentations before 
agreeing to table the aw arding of the 
bid until Monday, Sept. 29, to allow 
all bidders an opportunity to present 
a verbal explanation of their policies. 

Tractor Equipment Co. and 
Burford Equipment Co, were the two 
bidders on a landfill compactor to be 
used at the county landfill, and the 
contract went to Burford with a low 
bid of $113,677 

Only two of the county's banks 
offered proposals for being named 
county depository of funds and after 
discussing each proposal the 
SouthTrust Bank of Coffee County 
was named depository of all county 
funds for the coming year. 

While the commission agreed 
that all county funds would be placed 
at SouthTrust, a continuing problem 
of where the county revenue 
commissioner places the funds from 
his office was again hotly debated. 
Revenue Commissioner Ronnie 
Burns, although an elected official of 
the county, who handles county tax 
revenue, has refused in the past to 


use the bank designated as the 
county depository, and after being 
called Monday reportedly told the 
commission he would continue to 
place the funds from his office where 
he pleased and not comply with the 
wishes of the commission. 

Burns received a controversial 
attorney general's opinion several 
years ago that stated he did not have 
to follow the wishes of the 
commission concerning the place- 
ment of funds from his office, and 
since has reportedly banked with 
The Peoples Bank of Elba. 

The commission was unanimous 
in its opinion that Burns should place 
all funds from his office in the county 
depository and stated it was costing 
the taxpayers of the county money 
for Burns to place funds in a bank 
that mav not offer the advantages of 
the bank chosen. 

The commission discussed the 


placement of county funds at length 
and decided to again seek Burns’ 
cooperation in the matter. 

In ‘other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: . 
*** authorized Commission 
Chairman Marion Brunson to sign all 
paperwork concerned with the 
extension of the water lines of the 
South Crenshaw County Water 
Authority; 
*** disqualified the bid of Mid-South 
Machinery on the compactor because 
the bid was received 25 minutes late; 
***ooreed to send out bids on a 
rotary boom cutter and on numerous 
items for the highway department; 
#**a reed to do road Work on a rural 
road near Asbury and work at the 
New Hope Cemetery involving water 
problems; 
«kK dopted a resolution ex smpting 
CONAGRA from county taxes for a 
period of 10 years on scheduled 


improvements costing $1 million 
(providing tax savings of $3,000 
annually); 

***was told that a hearing on the 
condemnation of the Boyd property 
would be held on Oct. 6; 

***aoreed to present a resolution to 
Sara Hutchinson upon her retire- 
ment after 30 years of service with 
the county extension office; 
***heard that renovation work would 
be done on the circuit clerk's office 
within the month of October, using 
$22,000 in state funds; 

***was told that the elevator at the 
Elba courthouse would be operation- 
al this week; 

***was told the county had been 
selected to be the pilot county in a 
planned statewide computer service. 


The next regular commission 
meeting will be on Monday, Oct 13, 
in Enterprise. 


Georgia man enters guilty plea 


One of three Georgia men 
accused of capital murder in con- 
nection with the July 25, 1985, 
abduction, robbery and shooting 
death of a Glenwood man pleaded 
guilty this week to a reduced charge 
of murder in Coffee County Circuit 
Court in Elba. 

Richard Steven Adams, age 18, 
of Tolbert County, Ga., entered the 
guilty plea on Tuesday, Sept. 23, and 
the court accepted the plea on the 
condition that Adams testify against 
his two alleged accomplices in the 
murder-for-hire scheme. In making 
the plea, Adams agreed to dismiss 
his appeal of his certification, w aive 
application for treatment as a 
youthful offender and testify against 
his co-defendants in the case 

The district attorney's office 
recommended Adams receive a 
25-year prison sentence for his part 
in the alleged murder; however, 
acceptance of the recommendation 
was postponed until a sentencing 
hearing could be held, 

Adams was one of three Georgia 
men indicted by the Coffee County 
Grand Jury in October of 1985 in 
connection with the abduction, 
robbery and murder of James 
Edward Nelson, age 55, of the 
Glenwood Community, Nelson had 
apparently been abducted by two 
masked men at his home during the 
early morning hours of July 25, 1985, 
after the men reportedly broke into 
the rural residence and demanded 
money. Nelson's body was found 
that same day beneath the Conecuh 
County bridge, about six miles from 
his home, and it was determined that 
Nelson had been shot in the head. 


Adams and Timothy David 
Stubbs, age 17, of Manchester, Ga., 
were arrested in connection with the 
murder on August 2, 1985, and after 
their arrest the two confessed to 
killing Nelson and stated they had 
been hired to do the killing by Easton 
Darris Mullis, age 43, of Harris 
County, Ga., for $10,000, According 
to testimony ata preliminary hearing 
on Sept. 20, 1985, Mullis’ ex-wife, 
Virginia, had been living with Nelson 
at the time of the murder. 


Stubbs and Adams were certified 
to stand trial as adults on three 
counts of capital murder, while 
Mullis and his estranged wife were 
later arrested after a month-long 
search, Mrs. Mullis was charged 
vith unauthorized use of a vehicle 
ind released on bond, while Mullis 
was charged with murder-for-hire 
and has been housed in the Coffee 
County Jail since his arrest. 

Adams and Stubbs are in the 
Houston County Jail in Dothan. 


Dossey seeks new trial 


A rural Crenshaw County man 
sentenced to 99-years in prison for 
murdering his wife returned to court 
on Monday, Sept. 22, in an attempt 
to prove that his wife's careless 
handling of a gun could have been 
the actual cause of death, 

Roy Loid Dossey, age 35, a 
former helicopter _— pilot, = was 
convicted in March, 1985 for the 
shooting death of his wife, Mary 
Dossey, during a hunting trip on 
Jan, 1, 1984 near the Dossey home in 
the Henderson Community. 

Dossey filed a motion with Judge 
Arthur Gamble claiming that his 
attorney Garth Lindsey was 
ineffective in the original trial 
because he did not attempt to move 
the trial from Crenshaw County and 
did not use information about how 
Mrs. Dossey handled firearms. 
Dossey told the court that he had 
informed Lindsey of remarks made 
by neighbors concerning his wife's 
carelessness with guns,’ but stated

that Lindsey indicated the informa- 
tion was not important. 

Lindsey, who took the stand for 
almost an hour of testimony at 
Monday's hearing, told the court 
that the reports of Mrs. Dossey's 
carelessness with guns was just 
hearsay and defended his decision 
not to move the trial out of Crenshaw 
County because “If he had any 
friends it would be in Coffee 
County.” 


When asked by Dossey's new 
attorney, Mike Blalock, if Mrs. 
Dossey’s death could have been 
accidently, Lindsey _—reportedly 
answered loudly ‘There ain’t no 
way. 


Dossey remains a suspect in the 
drowning death of his 9-year old 
daughter, Mary Marcelle Dossey, 
who drowned in a neighbor's pool 
near the Dossey house two years 
prior to Mrs. Dossey's death.

A stack of petitions calling for a 
vote on the wet-dry issue in Elba was 
presented to the city council by local 
citizen Charles Zimmerman. The 
lists contained 485 names, according 
to statements from Zimmerman to 
the city council. Mayor Bob English 
noted that there were 1062 voters 
who cast their vote in the last city 
election and the law requires 25 
percent of that number must sign a 
petition to vote on the legal sales of 
liquor, 

The citizens of Elba may vote on 
the matter following the passage of a 
law in the Alabama _ legislature 
allowing municipal option in counties 
with towns of more than 6,000 
population. 

If and when any town of more 
than 6,000 approve such sales, then 
cities with a population of more than 
4,000 may also hold such a vote. 
Enterprise voted to legalize the sale 
of alcoholic beverages immediately 
following passage of that law. This 
allowed Elba citizens to do the same. 

English explained that the city 
clerk must check and certify the 
names to insure there are 266 Elba 
voters on the list. This must be done

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Elba Tigers In Tailspin, Fall To 
Opp 16-0 For 3rd Straight Loss 


The sputtering Elba offense 
failed to put any points on the 
scoreboard for the second straight 
game last Friday night as the Tigers 
were blanked by the Opp Bobcats 
16-0 in front of a standing-room-only 
crowd at Elba’s Miller Memorial 
Stadium. 

The loss, Elba’s third straight 
after a season-opening win, dropped 
the Tigers’ record to 1-3, while Opp 
improved its slate to 3-1 with the 
win.

fourth-and-25 back at the 40-yard 
line.

Close only counts in horseshoes, 
unfortunately, and for the Zion 
Chapel Rebels three close 
encounters with the Straughn goal 
line ended in only one touchdown as 
the Tigers defeated the Rebels 20-8 
Friday night at Straughn. 

The loss dropped Zion Chapel’s 
record to 0-4, while the win upped 
Straughn’s slate to 3-1. 

The 2A rivals saw the defense 
rule the game for much of the first 
quarter, with Straughn finally 
getting on track late in the stanza on 
its way to a 9%-play, 73-yard 
touchdown march. Steven Carter ate 
up large chunks of yardage during 
the drive, while the score came when 
the Tiger wingback took the handoff 
on a reverse and scampered in from 
15 yards out. The p.a.t. was 
accurate and with 10;25 left in the 
first half Straughn owned a 7-0 lead. 

The Tiger score seemed to wake 
up the Rebels, and Zion Chapel took 
the ensuing kick and put together its 
first offensive drive of the game! The 
Rebel march was highlighted by the 
running of Sean Collins and Thomas 
Boswell and reached the Straughn 


5-yard line; however, the drive’ 


bogged down at the 5, and on fourth 
down a Rebel pass fell incomplete to 
kill the threat. 

Zion Chapel came out ready to 
play in the second half and wasted no 
time in getting on the scoreboard, as 
on the first play following the kickoff 
the Rebels’ Brian McLeod raced 80 
yards for a touchdown! Thomas 
Boswell added the 2-point con- 
version on a run, and with only :14 
gone in the second half Zion Chapel 
had grabbed the lead at 8-7! 

An offsides penalty on fourth 
down gave Straughn new life on its 
ensuing possession and the Rebel 
mistake led to a Tiger score. The 
touchdown came on a 26-yard 
scamper by Russell Gunter with 7:03 
left in the quarter and the p.a.t. gave 
the Tigers the lead back at 14-8. 

Straughn extended its lead to 
20-8 with 2:25 left in the quarter 
when Steven Carter climaxed a 
54-yard drive with a l-yafd plunge, 
but the Rebels weren't about to quit 
and threatened on their next 
possession. The Rebels marched all 
the way to the Tiger 2-yard line, but 
failed to cash in on the opportunity, 
and at the final horn Straughn had 
the win 20-8. 

Steven Carter gained 233 yards 
on 41 carries to lead Straughn, 
outgaining the entire Zion Chapel 
team, which combined for 193 yards 
rushing and 32 yards passing.

Kinston Losing Streak Continues As Dogs Fall To Samson 22-0

The Samson Tigers combined a 
big play offense with a_ stingy 
defense this past Friday night to post 
an impressive 22-0 victory over the 
Kinston Bulldogs. The Bulldogs had 
19 snaps from inside the Samson 
20-yard line, only to come away 
empty, suffering their first shutout 
of the season. 

The Tigers wasted little time in 
lighting up the scoreboard. After a 
Kinston punt was downed at the 
32-yard line, Samson put together a 
13-play drive that covered the 68 
yards to the end zone. The 
touchdown came with 3:37 to play in 


the first quarter as Michael Bowers 
took a pitchout and raced 11 yards 
around right end. A run for two 

failed, leaving the score Samson 6 - 

Kinston 0. 

Travis Carnley booted a beautiful 
53-yard punt to end the next Kinston 
possession, setting the Tigers deep 
in their own territory. On the next 
snap Michael Bragg pounced on a 
Samson fumble at the 19-yard line. 
The Bulldogs wasted this chance as 
they threw an interception on third 
down. 

Samson took over and quickly 
marched upfield. Terry Tape carried 
the last 28 yards on runs of 20 and 


then an 8-yard touchdown jaunt off 
right tackle. This capped an 11-play 
drive with the score coming with 8:16 
left in the half. Joel Phillips ran for 
the two-point conversion to make 
Samson's lead 14-0. 

Kinston took over and behind the 
rushing of Todd Hawthorne and 
passing of Dodd Hawthorne moved 
deep into Tiger territory only to have 
this drive stall at the Samson 16-yard 
line.

By selecting the right varieties of 
peaches, you can enjoy this fruit 
from the first of May through the last 
of July. Here is a suggested 
combination of varieties. The earliest 
maturing varieties you could begin 


with are Canden followed by 
Flordaking, Maygold, La-gold, 
Harvester, Majestic, Summergold, 


and Redskin. This combination will 
give you about three months of fresh 
peaches. You could select other 
varieties that * would’ mature at 
similar times. 

Decide now which peach varieties 
you want to plant and go ahead and 
locate these varieties so that you can 
be sure of getting them. 


FERTILIZE STRAWBERRIES NOW 


Mature strawberry plants begin 
to form the buds for next spring's 
crop in August and September. 
Proper fertility and watering 
encourage the process that forms the 
flower buds and without care now 
yields may be reduced. 

A soil test gives the best 
assessment of the nutrient needs of 
the soil, but an acceptable rule of 
thumb for fertilizing strawberries in

August-September is to apply 1 
pound of ammonium nitrate (33-0-0) 
or 3 pounds 10-10-10 fertilizer per 
200 square feet. Be sure to water 
fertilizer in after application because 
granules that are not rinsed off the 
plants can burn the foliage. 

Speaking of water, about | inch 
of water per week during this time is 
usually plenty for good plant 
development. It is a good idea to 
water in the morning so that foilage 
can dry during the day. Wet, slow 
drying foilage at night encourages 
leaf spot problems 


COMPOST PILES 

When leaves are burned or 
carried to the trash dump, the best 
source of organic matter for growing 
flowers, shrubs, and other 
ornamental plants is destroyed. Why 
not build a bin and as the leaves 
begin to shed be ready for a place to 
put them. It is easy to do and an 
unending supply of good soil will be 
ready when it is needed. 

A bin 10 feet square and 6 feet 
deep is sufficient space to produce 2 
to 2 1/2 tons of well-rotted compost 
per year, provided the bin is kept 


filled. A good method to use in filling 
the bin is as follows: 

1. Place 10 to 12 inches of leaves 
in the bottom of the bin. 

2. Wet the leaves 
water. 

3. Cover with 1 inch soil. 

4. Sprinkle 4 toS pounds of 8-8-8, 
13-13-13, or other complete fertilizer 
over the soil. 

Repeat these steps until the bin is 
full. Leave a depression in the center 
of the pile so rain water will soak 
down through the mass. A_ re- 
movable board may be placed at the 
bottom of the bin so well-rotted 
material can be removed from the 
bin and fresh material can continue 
to be added to the top of the pile.

Peanut , 
ie Recipes 


Let's start where it all begins, 
from the peanut patch! 


There are many ways to utilize 
peanuts in the raw form. The peanut 
producers of Alabama have made 
available this collection of recipes for 
your enjoyment. The next time your 
plans call for peanuts, try one or 
more of these suggestions. Peanuts 
in the raw are available, so dgn't 
hesitate to ask your local grocer. 


ALABAMA BOILED PEANUTS 


Wash peanuts throughtly in cool 
water; then soak in clean water for 
about 30 minutes before -ooking. 

Put peanuts in a saucepan and 
cover completely with water. Add 1 
tablespoon salt for each pint of 
peanuts. 

The cooking period for boiled 
peanuts varies according to the 
maturity of the peanuts used and the 
variety of the peanut, The cooking 
time for a ‘‘freshly-pulled’’ green 
peanut is shorter than for a peanut 
which has been stored for a time. 
The best way to prepare them is to 
ook them as soon as they are 
picked, 

There is no firm method for 
ooking boiled peanuts. The shells of 
some peanuts absorb more salt than 
ithers, so it is best to begin with 1 
tablespoon of salt per pint of 
peanuts. Then add more salt to taste 
later. The texture of the peanut when 
fully cooked should be similar to that 
of a cooked dry pea or bean, Boil the 
peanuts for about 35 minutes, then 
taste. If they are not salted enough, 
idd more salt. Taste again in ten 
minutes, both for salt content and to 
see if the peanuts are fully cooked. If 
not ready, continue tasting every five 
minutes until they have a 
satisfactory texture. 

Drain peanuts after cooking, or 
they will continue to absorb salt and 
become over-salted. 

To have boiled peanuts year 
round, you can freeze them. Package 
the cooled peanuts, without the 
brine, in moisture-vapor-proof 
freezer containers. Keep peanuts 
stored at 0 degrees F. or lower. 
When ready to eat, remove from 
freezer and thaw. 


ROASTING 


It's a rare person who can stop at 
ating one peanut, It’s even rarer for 
inyone to be able to resist the aroma 
f peanuts while they are being 

roasted. 


Shelled: 

*Place raw shelled peanuts one 
layer deep in shallow pan. 

*Roast at 350 degrees for 15 to 20 
minutes until golden brown. 

*Stir occasionally for 
roasting. 

*If you like peanuts salted, add 1 
teaspoon of butter or margarine to 
each cup of peanuts immediately 
aftger removing from the oven. Stir 
until peanuts are evenly coated and 
sprirkie with salt.

In The Shell: 

* Spread raw peanuts one or two 
layers deep in shallow baking pan. 

*Roast at 350 degrees for 25 to 30 
minutes, stirring occasionally. 

*Shell and sample the peanuts 
during the last few minutes of 
cooking time to assure the peanuts 
being roasted to the  disired 
doneness.

DEEP FRYING 


*Fill deep fat fryer or large saucepan 
' full with peanut oil, Preheat oil 
350 degrees F 

*Fill colander or deep fat frying 
basket ‘4 full of raw peanuts 
*Submerge in hot oil. Let fry until 
raw peanuts start ot turn light 
brown Peanuts will continue 
cooking after they are removed from 
heat. Do not overcook 

*Drain on paper towels, sprinkle 
with salt. Serve warm or store in 
glass containers with air tight lids. 
*For an unusual snack, add % tsp. 
garlic powder or chili powder for 
each cup of peanuts. 


SUGARED NUTS 


1 cup granulated sugar 
“2 cup water 
2 cups raw shelled peanuts (with 
skins on) 
Disolve sugar in water = in 


saucepan over medium heat. Add 
peanuts and continue to cook over 
medium heat, stirring frequently. 
Cook until peanuts are completely 
sugared (coated and no syrup left.) 
Pour onto ungreased cookie sheet, 
spreading so that peanuts are 
separated as much as possible, Bake 
at 300 degrees F, for approximately 
30 minutes, stirring at five minutes 
intervals. 


DIXIE PEANUT BRITTLE 


2 cups granulated sugar 

1 cup light corn syrup 

“2 cup water 

2 tsp. salt 

2Tbsp. butter 

4 cups raw peanuts, skins on 
2 tsp. baking soda 


In a heavy saucepan heat sugar, 
syrup, water and salt to a rolling 
boil. Add peanuts. Reduce heat to 
medium and stir constantly.

Peanut Crop Predicted To Be Down 


The Alabama peanut crop 
remains critical after being drought- 
stricken by an extended dry period 
earlier this season. Peanut 
production estimates have decreased 
26 percent from 1985 production 
figures according to the Crop 
Reporting Board. 


Total production for the state is 
estimated at 218,000 tons compared 
to 295,000 tons a year ago. United 
States total production is forecast at 
1.73 million tons, a 16 percent drop 
from 1985 and three percent below 
August projections. 

Alabama's yield) per acre 
estimates have been further reduced 
to 2,000 pounds per acre resulting in 
433 percent decrease from last year. 
Other estimates included Georgia

FAMILY TALK

Last week we talked about the 
barriers to communication, Today, 
let's look at some ways to improve 
our communication, First, remember 
that we said communication is 
everything we say and do, It is also 
how we say it, when we say it and 
why we say it. The art of 
communication takes our being 
willing to work on it every day. 
Listening is one of the most 
important parts of good 
communication. About 50 percent of 
the time spent in communicating 
must be spent in listening. If we do 
not listen, we can hardly hear what is 
being said. Listen with your heart as 
well as with your ears. Try not to 
appear and act overly 
knowledgeable, Most important, a 
good listener listens with an open 
mind. 

Here are some suggestions to 
help us improve our communication 
skills: : 

1. Be honest with yourself about 
your own feelings and attitudes. Be 
willing to share these thoughts both 
positive and negative. Choose 
carefully and you can relate even 
negative feelings in a non-threat- 
ing way. 

2. Give your complete attention 
to the speaker. Listen for feelings 
that go along with the spoken word. 

3. When you doubt whether you 
understand, ask for clarification. You 


cannot be inside the head of the 
speaker. Do not assume you under- 
stand. 

4. Do not be a know-it-all. When 
we try to analyze everything said to 
us, we give the speaker the idea we 
feel ourselves ‘‘above’’ them, 

5, Share your feelings since no 
one can read your mind either. Do 
not expect your family to read your 
mind. They cannot respond to you if 
they are not told what you are 
feeling. 

6, Put an arm around the 
shoulder of a friend or family 
member. Sometimes this can say ‘‘I 
care’ or ‘I love you'’ much better 
than all the fancy words you may 
know. 

7. Remember how it feels to have 
someone listen to you and under- 
stand, Other people like to be 
listened to and understood. 

8. Pay close. attention to the 
words you use. Always remember 
that once words are spoken, we 
cannot recall them, Regardless of the 
harm done, the words have already 
been spoken. Choose carefully what 
you say. 

Some experts have estimated 
that is takes 21 days to break a bad 
habit. Maybe there are some of us 
who need to spend the next 21 days 
breaking some bad habits we have 
when it comes to communication.

But now I am working 
at Opp Industries, and don’t have 
the time to farm any at all. 

“God is blessing me right now 
and I'm still able to work, go to 
church and enjoy the company of my 
children and grandchildren. I’m 
really blessed. My favorite song is 
‘Lord, I'm Depending on You.’ "

FAMILY TALK 


BY: Glenda Frazier 
Community Resource Specialist 


Last week we talked about the 
barriers to communication. Today, 
let's look at some ways to improve 
our communication. First, remember 
that we said communication is 
everything we say and do, It is also 
how we say it, when we say it and 
why we say it. The art of 
communication takes our being 
willing to work on it every day. 
Listening is one of the most 
important parts of good 
communication. About 50 percent of 
the time spent in communicating 
must be spent in listening. If we do 
not listen, we can hardly hear what is 
being said. Listen with your heart as 
well as with your ears. Try not to 
appear and act overly 
knowledgeable. Most important, a 
good listener listens with an open 
mind, 

Here are some suggestions to 
help us improve our communication 
skills: 

1. Be honest with yourself about 
your own feelings and attitudes. Be 
willing to share these thoughts both 
positive and negative. Choose 
carefully and you can relate even 
negative feelings in a non-threat- 
ing way. 

2. Give your complete attention 
to the speaker. Listen for feelings 
that go along with the spoken word. 

3, When you doubt whether you 
understand, ask for clarification, You 


cannot be inside the head of the 
speaker. Do not assume you under- 
stand, 

4. Do not be a know-it-all. When 
we try to analyze everything said to 
us, we give the speaker the idea we 
feel ourselves ‘‘above’’ them. 

5. Share your feelings since no 
one can read your mind either. Do 
not expect your family to read your 
mind. They cannot respond to you if 
they are not told what you are 
feeling. 

6. Put an arm around the 
shoulder of a friend or family 
member. Sometimes this can say ‘I 
care”’ or ‘'I love you’’ much better 
than all the fancy words you may 
know. 

7. Remember how it feels to have 
someone listen to you and under- 
stand. Other people like to be 
listened to and understood. 

8. Pay close. attention to the 
words you use, Always remember 
that once words are spoken, we 
cannot recall them. Regardless of the 
harm done, the words have already 
been spoken. Choose carefully what 
you say. 

Some experts have estimated 
that is takes 21 days to break a bad 
habit. Maybe there are some of us 
who need to spend the next 21 days 
breaking some bad habits we have 
when it comes to communication.
